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BUSINESS FIRM’S APPEALS. 


In the King’s Bench Division, before the 
Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Dodd, and 
Mr. Justice Samuels, a case stated by the 
Special Commissioners of Income Tax, in 
the matter of J. P. Evans and Co., appellants, 
and the Inspector of Taxes, scape ent, was 
submitted for the opinion of the Court, 

Mr. James Henry, ng with Mr, H, Wu- 
son, K.C. (instructed by Mr, 8. G. Ruther- 
ford), appeared for the appellants, said that 
they appealed from an assessment to income 
tax in the sum of £4,000 for the year ending 
5th April, 1921, made upon them under the 
Income Tax Acts. Prior to the war Messrs. 
Evans carried on business as oil, colour, 
hardware and general merchants, and also 
manufactured small parts of milk sepafators. 
Towards the end of 1915 they entered into a 
contract with the Ministry of Munitions for 
the manufacture of ‘‘ gaines”’ (part of the 
mechanism of shells), which they discon- 
tinued making in 1918. A contract for fuse 
hammers made in that year was cancelled at 
a month's notice at the Armistice. The 
business did not become a controlled estab- 
iishment under the Muntions of War Act. 
To carry out the contracts appellants in- 
stalled a considerable quantity of plant and 
machinery. At the termination of the con- 
tracts only three machines were re-constructed 
for dairy machinery making, and the con- 


struction under contract with Ford’s of parts | 


of tractors. The rest of the machinery 
became useless and practically unsaleable. 
The cost of the munitions machinery, less the 
allowances made for wear and tear, amounted 
in 1919 to £6,159, while the re-constructed 
and useless plant were together valued by the 
company early in the same year was £1,057. 
For the purpose of carrying out their preseus 
engineering work £1,909 was expended in 
1919 in alterations and additions to the 
machinery. Appellants claimed a deduction 
from their profits for 1919 of £5,102, being 
the difference between (a) the cost, less the 
wear and tear allowance of munitions 
machinery, and (b) its value in 1919. They 
claimed that they were entitled to an allow- 
ance under Rule 7 of Cases 1 and 2 of 
Schedule D of the Income Tax Act, 1918, on 
the ground that the plant and machinery 
installed for earrying out the munitions con- 
tract had become “ár, é within the mean- 
ing of that rule, and had been y 
plant and machinéry for carrying on their 
present work, and that the ,deduction of 
£5,102 should be allowed, 

Mr. 8. L. Brown, K.C., and Mr. W. G. 
Shannon (instructed by tha Soliciter for the 
Inland Revenue) appeared for the respondent, 
on behalf of whom it was contended (1) that 
the loss of £5,102 was a loss of capital on a 
discontinuance of business of manufacturing 
munitions; (2) that this was not a case of 
obaclescance within the: meaning of Rule 7, 
and that, even if the case was within the 
rule, the deduction from any year must be 
restricted to the amount expended for re- 
placement in that year~viz., the sum ol 
£1,968 in 1919. The Commissioners, in view 
of the differenee in the character of engineer- 
ing work undertaken by the appellant during 
and after the war, stated that they were 
unable to regard the munitions machinery as 
having been replaced by the new machinery, 
and that the appellants were not, therefore, 
entitled to a deduction under the rule. 
Further, as the difference between the cost 
of munitions machinery and its value in 1919 
was a loss of capital, no reduction from the 

rofits could be allowed in respect of that 
oss. 

The Court reserved judgment. 


EXCESS PROFITS. 


A case stated came before the Court, in 
which the appellants were Messrs. Boland, 
Ltd., and the réspondents the Commissioners 
of Inland Revenue.

France and Britain. 


The meeting at the British Foreign 
Office yesterday between Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald and the French Ambassador 
was a political event of some importance. 
A semi-official report says that the con- 
versation was “of a general character 
and embraced such subjects as the progress 
of the expert committees’ reports on re- 
parations, the situation in the Palatinate 
and problems relative to the security of 
France.” There is little doubt, how- 
ever, that we are on the threshold of 
developments which may give a totally 
fresh direction to the foreign policy of the 
Allies. Ever since he came into power 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has been anxious 
to get to grips with the problem of Anglo- 
French relations. One of his first public 
acts was the despatch of a very cordial 
letter to the French Premier, and the tone 
of the correspondence which passed 
between London and Paris proved that the 
entente cordiale had nothing to fear from 
the British Labour Party. Neither Pre- 
mier has made any effort since that time 
to establish personal contact with the

attack them again at the earliest possible 
opportunity, and they recognise, with 
their traditional clearness of mind, that 


the past five years has sown seeds of 
bitterness in the German mind which 
centuries will not uproot. Knowing that 
Britain, for business reasons, has no 
desire to press Germany too harshly for 
payment of her enormous debts, the French 
are quite prepared to forego portion of the 
money which they have claimed on condi- 
tion that Britain shall guarantee the 
integrity of their frontiers, 

The British point of view is that the 
best guarantee that France can have 
against Germany is the latter's admission 
to membership of the League of Nations. 
An alliance between France and Britain 
merely would tend to stereotype the 
methods of the bad old times; and Mr. 
Macdonald is opposed definitely to any 
such plan. The entente of 1906 was 
formed for a special purpose, At that 
time Germany was increasing her arma- 
ments by leaps and bounds. Her navy 
was growing daily in size and efficiency, 
and she had the most powerful army in 
the world. To meet that menace the 
entente was arranged, and events justified 
the wisdom of its architects. To-day, 
however, the position is entirely different. 
There is no question of Germany's 
supremacy on land, on sea or inthe air. Of 
course, the French are looking ahead. Their 
birth-rate is falling steadily while that of 
Germany is rising; and, in the long run, 
it is the birth-rate that wins or loses a 
war. The French fear that, say, fifty 
years hence, Germany will be so strong 
that they will have no chance against her; 
but surely the best precaution to take in 
those circumstances is to foster a better 
feeling between the two nations. If 
France continues to oppress Germany 
while she is “on top,” she ought to count 
the cost. In all fairness, she cannot ex- 
pect the British people to pledge the lives 
of their unborn sons in support of a policy 
which is certain, in the long run, to plunge 
Europe into another war. 


Political Scandals. 


It may be a mere coincidence—but it is 
an unpleasant coincidence—that two com- 
munities of the English-speaking world 
should be shaken simultaneously by charges 
of financial corruption against persons of 
the highest standing in public affairs. In 
the United States the oil scandal has de- 
veloped into a whirlwind campaign of 
accusation against virtually everybody who 
holds, or has held, important office under 
the present Government. If even one-tenth 
part of these statements is true, the 
Augean stable of American politics needs 
a drastic cleansing; but we must not 
forget that a Presidential election is at 
hand, that no real issue is before the 
country, and that the Democratic Party 
probably is not too scrupulous in its efforts 
to raise the issue of “clean government.” 
At any rate, the charges are still sub judice, 
In the other case, however, judgment has 
been given ; and it is a judgment that every 
friend of Newfoundland, Britain’s oldest 
Colony, will read with astonishment and 
regret. Sir Richard Squires was Prime 
Minister of Newfoundland from 1919 until 
last July. Ugly rumours began to circu- 
late some months ago, and the Prime 
Minister's refusal to dismiss Mr. Camp- 
bell, the Minister for Agriculture, produced 
a Cabinet crisis which resulted in the fall 
of the Government and the accession to 
power of Mr. Warren, the Attorney- 
General. Mr. Warren instituted im- 
mediately an inquiry into the charges 
against members of the late Administra- 
tion, and with the sanction of the Colonial 
Office, Mr. T. H. Walker, K.C., Recorder 
of Derby, took charge of the investigations, 
which lasted for two months. 
report, which was published at the end 
of last week, Mr. Walker holds that 
certain serious offences. have been proved. 
The report finds that Sir Richard 
Squires accepted a sum of £4,000 from 
the funds of the Liquor Control De- 
partment, “with the knowledge of its 
tainted history.” It finds also that he 
accepted “timely financial assistance,” to 
the amount of nearly £9,000, from a steel 
company which at the time was negotiating 
with the Government for a renewal of 
contracts. Mr. Campbell has been found 
guilty on various counts, and severe 
comment is made on the administration 
of several departments. Mr. Warren and 
his colleagues deserve much credit for the 
firmness and courage which made the 
inquiry possible. They must proceed now 
with a campaign which will reform all 
the Government departments and will 
restore Newfoundland’s good name in the 
Commonwealth of British nations. We 
may suspect, perhaps, that the conditions

Finland’s Forests. 


Of all the countries of Europe Finland 
has the second largest area of forests; it 
is exceeded only by Russia and is followed 
closely by Sweden, Finland's forests cover 
a total area of sixty-three million acres, 
and the proportion of forest land to the 
whole country is séventy-five per cent.— 
the highest in Europe. There are 18.8 
acres of forest land and 17,337 cubic feet 
of wood to every inhabitant. The Forest 
Research Institute, a Government body, 
has published statistics which show that 
afforestation is on the increase in Finland. 
Its latest estimate of the afforestated area 
exceeds the previous one by thirteen 
million acres. Large tracts of ground 
that were barren a few years. ago are 


covered now with growing trees. Red- | 


wood is most largely grown and claims 
fifty-five per cent. of the total. White- 
wood with twenty-five per cent., and birch 
with seventeen per cent. come next in im- 
portance, In th Southern area the trees 
have a greater growing capacity, and, 
although. the Northern area has approxi- 
mately the same number of trees, their 
yield is only twenty-two per cent. of the 
total produced in the country. Although 
the gross yield is 141 million cubic feet in 
excess of the estimated consumption, there 
still is in many of the most important 
areas a demand which cannot be met, and 
the Government is not abating its efforts 
to plant yet more ground with trees. The 
national policy is in marked contrast to 
the tendency in most of the countries of 
Western Europe, where the growth of 
timber has declined in recent years. No 
country in the world, perhaps, is more 
negligent of its trees than Ireland, which 
watches with indifferent eye the swift 
impoverishment of this source of beauty 
and wealth.

OBITUARY. 


MR. ALBERT E. MURRAY. 


Mr. Albert Edward Murray, who died at 
Dinard on the 20th instant, aged 74, had a 
very successful career as an architect. He 
was particularly well known as a designer of 
hospitals and infirmaries, among the chief 
examples of his work in Dublin being the 
Royal City of Dublin, Rotunda, Adelaide, and 
Coombe itals; the Old Men's Asylum 
and the Working Boys’ Home. He also 
designed the Royal Bank of Ireland building 
in Dublin. Examples of his work are also 
to be found at Waterford, Londonderry, 
Enniskillen and Kilkenny. 

_ Mr. Murray commenced practice in Dublin 
in 1871. Among the offices held by him was 


‘that of Professor of Architecture to the Royal 


Hibernian Academy. For many years he was 
a member of the Council of the Royal In- 
stitute of Architects of Ireland, being Presi- 
dent for three years and for seventeen years 
Secretary and Treasurer. Since 1883 he had 
been Hon. Secretary of the Military Lodge 
(Masonic) of Ireland. He was a keen yachts- 
man, fisherman, and golfer. 


MR. D. A. BLACK, J.P. 


A wide circle of friends and acquaintances 
will regret to learn of the death of Mr. D. 
A. Black, J.P.. which took place at his 
residence, 62 University road, Belfast, on 
Sunday. For a number of years Mr. Black 
was General Secretary of the Y.M.C.A. in 
Belfast, and took a prominent part in social 
work in the city. In the South African War 
he followed large numbers of the young men 
who had joined the Colours to the scene of 
hostilities. For the part he took in the cam- 
paign he was awarded two medals.

Lord Curzon asked if the Government was 
taking my oe to minimise the hardships of 
people who had to get to work. The Labour 
members received the question with cries of 
‘Certainly not.” “Why should they ?” and 
Sir “Harry Brittain remarked that it was evi- 
dent that the unhappy citizens must walk. 

The Prime Minister said that the Govern- 
ment did not intend to introduce a Miners’ 
Minimum Wage Bill to settle the coal dispute, 
but ho that the efforts now being made 
would bring about a settlement. 

An amendment to reduce the strength of 
the Army by 150,000 men, moved by the ex- 
treme section of the Labour Party, having 
been turned down during the Committee séage 
of the Army Estimates, no further attempt 
was made in this direction when the vote for 
£18,000,000 was considered in report this 
evening. A number of other matters con- 
nected with the Army, however, were dis- 
cussed in detail. Major R. Williams, in a 
maiden speech, while urging closer co-dpera- 
tion between the Army, Ran and Air Force, 
said that he looked forward to the time when 
the majority of the European peoples would 
come to the conclusion that war was as futile 
as it was cruel and horrible. 

The present methods of recruiting were 
criticised by Major G. F. Davis, who con: 
sidered that the post-war conditions in the 
Army were not made sufficiently attractive for 
the class of young men they wanted in the 
Army. 

On the report of a vote of nearly £3,000,000 
for the Royal Air Force, Commander Burney 
advocated separate striking and defending 
forces in connection with the Air Force, with 
technical arms for the Army and Navy. 

Mr. Black raised the subject of the pay 
o° chaplains to the Air Force. Mr. Leach, 
Under Secretary for Air, said that an un- 
married chaplain started at a salary of £355 
a year, and a married chaplain at £565. 
After 24 vears’ service they could rise to 
£800 and £1,040, respectively. The appoint- 
ments were open to qualified applicants. 

The vote was passed. 

On the report of a vote of £5,700,000 for 
technical and warlike stores, Mr. Acland 
pointed out that all commercial aeroplanes 
were potential bombing machines. He was 
rather shocked at a Labour Government, with 
its high ideals, giving countenance to any ex- 
pansion of an Air Force. The prospect of 
bombing aeraplanes in future warfare was 
appalling to humanity, and unless some way 
out of this business was found we shoul’, he 
predicted, speedily revert to barbarism. 

Mr. Hardie raised one laugh in a rather 
dreary debate. When urging the greater 
production of industrial alcohol, he was asked 
whether he meant whiskey, and remarked 
that “ the Air Force could not be trusted with 
whiskey, as it would get into the wrong com- 
bustion chamber.” 

Mr. Leach said that he was advised that 
civil aeroplanes could only be used success- 
fully at night for bombing purposes. For 
day work, owing to the fact that they could 
not achieve the height of service machines, 
they covld not be regarded as of serious 
account for war purposes. In addition to the 
existing 80 first line machines, they were 
ordering. and expected to have delivered this 
year, 500 machines of one sort and another. 

The vote was passed. 


NATURALISATION. 


POSITION OF ALIENS UNDER 
THE TREATY. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Colonel 
Sir Charles Yates asked the Colonial Secre- 
tary whether he had considered the position 
which would shortly arise in the case of sub- 
jects of foreign States who have become 
citizens of the Irish Free State under Section 
ó of the Irish Free State (Constitution) Act; 
and whether he would ‘propose legislation for 
the purpose of defining the conditions under 
which such persons were or might become 
naturalised British subjects. 

Mr. Thomas—In reply to the first part of 
the question, I am not aware that any posi- 
tion will shortly arise in this matter which 
has not already arisen. In reply to the 
second part it will be for the Government 
and Parliament of the Irish Free State to 
consider what action they desire to take in 
accordance with the provisions of the Irish 
Free State (Constitution) Act and of the 
— Nationality and Status of Aliens Act, 

Sir C. Yates—Is it not a fact that a 
foreigner going into Ire'and can become a 
British subject without naturalisation, and is 
that sort of thing. to be allowed to con- 
tinue? & 

Mr. Thomas—We have no reason to be-

| LONDON LETTER. 


'THE QUEENSTOWN OUTRAGE.

It was fully expected that the Prime 
Minister or the Colanial Secretary would 
make a statement in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon on the Queenstown 
horror. ‘The House uently was well 
filled when after the ordinary questions 
had been disposed of Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain, in the place of Mr. Baldwin, who 
was absent, rose to ask the Colonial Secre- 
tary whether he had any statement to 
make on the crime at Queenstown. 

The question was greeted with low sym- 
thetic cheers from all parts of the 
ouse. Mr. Thomas rose at once, and 
made quite a long statement, but he did 
not give the full story of the crime, re- 
marking that the details had been most 
accurately reported in the Press. He ex- 
pressed the sympathy of the Government 
with those who had suffered and with the 
relatives, and made it perfectly clear that 
the Government had not the remotest idea 
of imputing blame to the Government of 
the Irish Free State, which, he suggested, 
was as much the victim of the outrage as 
the Government here. Se 


A New Statement. 


Members listened in silence to the state- 
ment, and at its close there was no great 
effort to catch the Speaker's eye to put 
supplementaries. Sir William Davison, 
however, threw a little new light on the 
matter. He asked Mr. Thomas whether 
he was aware that the Scythe had pre- 
viously been fired upon, and that her guns 
had been trained to repel attack, and also 
whether it was not the first time that 
troops had been allowed to land from Spike 
Island on leave for some weeks. Sir 
William spoke in a very assured tone, and 
his statements obviously took Mr. Thomas 
by surprise. He admitted that the points 
submitted were new to him, and when Sir 
William said that they came from a high 
authority he replied rather tartly that it 
was the duty of that high authority to re- 
port to the Government and not to a 
private individual. In the meanwhile he 
is to make inquiries into the statement 
that attack might have been expected. 


Lobby Comment. 


In the Lobby some of the Conservative 
members were very outspoken concerning 
the outrage. It seemed to be the opinien 
that proper safeguards should have been 
provided before unarmed men were allowed 
to run the risk of being shot down like 
rabbits. The “ Die-hards’’ were, of course, 
quite naturally in the “I told you so” 
vein, but generally the idea prevailing 
was that a desparate party in the Free 
State was doing its worst to try tc make 
mischief between this country and the 
Free State Government. This point of 
view was shared by Liberals, who were 
equally outspoken in their condemnation. 


The Traffie Strike. 


The effects of the traffic strike were felt 
more acutely to-day than last Saturday. 
To-day everybody seemed determined to 
get to the City or the West End, and 
the main roads converging on the business 
centres were black with humanity soon 
after eight o’clock. The trains from the 
near sabes arrived packed to the roofs 
of the carriages, and in many cases it 
would have been impossible to get another 
passenger into a compartment. In one 
case a lady fainted and could not be re- 
moved at the first station because of the 
crowd, and she had to be carried to Vic- 
toria before restoratives could be applied. 
A similar story of overcrowding is told of 
the tube trains, while the scenes were re- 
peated on a more intensive scale to-night. 
Queues had to be formed at nearly all the 
railway stations, and passengers had to 
take turns in getting to the platforms. 
Getting into the trains was quite another 
story. 


The Public a Inconvenience. 


Until to-day few people probably realised 
how many workers daily travel to town 
by tram or ‘bus Both services have 
gradually spread the tentacles of their 
services further afield, and, in spite of the 
network of railways, they only serve 
certain portions of London and its outer 
suburbs. The inconvenience is severely 
felt by residents on the South side, who 
until recently had an alternative method 
of travel in the City and South London 
Electric Railway from Clapham Common 
to the Northern districts. This line, how- 
ever, the pioneer of the London tube rail- 
ways, is being rebuilt, and will be closed 
for another year. or so. 


Labour's Tyranny. 


It is a subject of remark that the trains 
and tubes are making little provision, or 
none at all, for the considerable extra 
traffic. I was told to-day that the com- 
panies did not think it advisable, since it 
would be reearded by their employés as 
an attempt to help to break the strike. 
It seems that the industry is coming to a 
strange pass when the railways of the 
country dare not make use of their 
resources in an emergency such as that 
of the present. Labour is a hard tyrant. 
In order to secure something for the few 
it punishes relentlessly countless thousands 
of people who have done nothing to deserve 
such treatment. 


Mr. Asquith. 


Mr. Asquith made his reappearance in 
the House of Commons this afternoon after 
his illness. A few faint cheers from the 
members of his party welcomed him back, 
but otherwise his return passed unnoticed. 
He is not looking particularly well, and 
certainly not so rubicund as he was. Some 
Liberals are saying that Asquith stock 
has fallen considerably since the result of 
the Liberal fiasco in Westminster, and 
would be glad to see Mr. Asquith go to 
the House of Lords; for they neamh, sá a 
change in the leadership of the Liberal 
Party imperative.

SOLDIER’S STORY AT THE INQUEST. 


From Ovr SPECIAL C~RRESPONDENT. 
QUEENSTOWN, Monday. 

“We find that Private Herbert Aspinall 
died from shock and haemorrhage, caused by 
a bullet wound inflicted by some unknown 
person or persons using a machine gun. We 
characterise the act as one of brutal murder, 
and strongly denounce the perpetrators of the 
outrage, and hope that they will be speedily 
brought to justice. We tender our deepest 
sympathy to the relatives of deceased, and we 
hope for the speedy recovery of the wounded. 
We personally express our horror and d-testa- 
tion of the crime, and tender our heartfelt 
sympathy to our beloved bishop in whose 
diocese the crime was committed,”’ 

These are the findings of the Queenstown 
Coroner’s.inquiry which to-day investigated 
the circumstances connected with the death 
of Private Aspinall. The inquiry was con- 
ducted by Mr. Connor Rice in the Town Hall. 
Only three witnesses were examined, Mr. T. 
Sullivan, K.C., who appeared for the Free 
State Government, explaining that the in- 
terests of justice would not be served by going 
into matters too fully at present. Not many 
members of the general public were present at 
the proceedings. 

Commandant Kingston, of Cork Command 
Headquarters Staff, represented the Free State 
Armyg and Chief Superintendent Cullen ap- 
peared on behalf of the Civic Guard. The 
British Government or military authorities 
were not represented. 


COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Sullivan, K.C., said that he had been 
directed to represent the Free State Govern- 
ment at the inquiry, for two purposes The 
first was to ó RÍ on its behalf, the senti- 
ments which had been expressed by President 
Cesgrave in his message to the British Prime 
Minister. The second was to tender to the 
relatives of Private Aspinall and the wounded 
an expression of profound sympathy. The 
people of Queenstown had already expressed 
their feelings about the terrible crime com- 
mitted in their midst, and the Government 
believed that such opportunity as might offer 
would be availed of by Irish people in 
other places to show that in this matter, at 
least, there was no difference of opinion. The 
attack on the soldiers was utterly black- 
guardly and wanton. The British soldiers 
were not on Spike Island in any attitude or 
purpose hostile to the Irish people. They 
were stationed there under an agreement sanc- 
tioned by the people of Ireland and England— 
which agreement should be sacred to both-- 
providing for the co-operation of the English 
with the Irish troops for coast defence. 

They were there, he continued, as the 
guests of the Irish nation, and it might at 
least be expected that they would not be 
subject to cowardly attacks. The Government 
did not. believe that the crime was committed 
by any soldier of the National Army, and 
they believed that every man in the uniform 
of that Army would strive his utmost 
to clear his uniform of the stain of 
the blood of those innocent people. A 
cowardly and eruel outrage had been com- 
mitted. It was not an ordinary murder, but 
an attempt to prevent the peoples of Ireland 
and England from living in peace and friend- 
ship, which happy state of affairs had so 
recently been reached. 

The Government, declared Mr. Sullivan, has 
resolved to make every reparation for this 
outrage, and they know that the people of 
Ireland will support them in that resolution. 
They had offered a large sum as a reward for 
information that would lead to the arrest and 
conviction of the persons who had committed 
the shameful deed. 

“Quite apart from any consideration of a 
reward, the Government hope that in this 
matter, where the honour of Ireland is con- 
cerned, every Irishman and woman will co- 
operate in bringing the murderers to account, 
and in clearing the name of Ireland from a 
stain which would otherwise be indelible.

Replying to the Coroner, the witness said 
that he came in frequent contact with. the 
people of the town, They never showed a 
trace of hostility, but were always courteous, 
civil and friendly, 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 


Dr. Alexandra Ledlie told the Coroner 
that Private Aspinall was first treated by her 
in the launch. She had been summdned to 
the scene immediately after the shooting, and 
accompanied the party back to Spike Island. 
Private Aspinall wag not unconscious during 
the journey. There was haemorrhage from 
the back and chest, On their arrival at tne 
Island he was removed to the hospital, and 
there she made a superficial examination of 
his wounds. He died at about 8 o'clock 
that evening, and she made a post-mortem 
examination, in which she was assisted by 
Dr. O’Connor. The examination disclosed 
an entrance and exit wound, showing a bullet 
to have entered between the fourth and fifth 
ribs, and to have passed backwards through 
be a lung.

CORONER’S ADDRESS. 


The Coroner, addressing the jury, said that 
plainly the crime was premeditated. The 
attack had been timed for the arrival of the 
launch from Spike Island, and one could not 
but come to the conclusion that one of the 
party who perpetrated the outrage had some 
local knowledge of the hours of departure 
and arrival of the launch. He recollected 
that nine years ago he had been called upon 
to exercise his jurisdiction in regard to 
another terrible tragedy, and that was the 
sinking of the Lusitania. He expressed the 
hope that the crime committed at the pier 
head on Friday would not have the effect of 
lessening confidence in the national adminis- 
tration, which in his opinion merited the 
fullest support of all classes in the country. 

the miscreants evidently had some 
diabolical object in view, for the attack was 
an attack on the liberty of the people and 
on the reputation of their country.

Chief Superintendent Cullen was about to 
reply, when Mr. Sullivan explained to the 
Court that they would have gone more fully 
into the evidence, but they thought that it 
was not in the interests of justice that certain 
matters should be gone into at present.

TROOPS’ FRIENDLY RELATIONS

In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, replying to Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, who for information 
regarding the out at Queenstown, said: 

‘It is with the deepest regret that I have 
to inform the House that on Friday evening 
last a murderous attack by four 
men armed with Lewis guns on a party of 
unarmed British troops on leave from the 
harbour def Spike d, who were 
disembarking at Queenstown. . 

“The casualties among the British troops 
were: One killed and 18 wounded; two 
civilian War Department employés and three 
civilians—including two women—were 
wounded. 

“I desire, on behalf of His Majesty's 
Government, to express our deepest and most 
sincere sympathy with the victims of this 
cowardly and brutal ou ~—(hear, hear)— 
and with their reiatives and friends. 

‘The circumstances of the crime have been 
fully and accurately reported in the Press, and 
I will not now repeat them. The British 
troops were stationed on Spike Island in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 
Seven of the Treaty, which provides that the 
Government of the Irish State shall 
afford to His Majesty's gi sauoy Forces, in 
time of peace, su har and other 
facilities as are indicated. in the annexe to 
the Treaty. 


FRIENDLY RELATIONS. 

“I have also been asked whether His 
Majesty's Government. accept responsibility 
for the protection of the British sailors and 
soldiers landing on territory under the control 
of the Irish Free State. I would remind 
the —— that 4 Government i E 
ever Jf-governing minion is sole 
ee cia notwithstandin any ah 
provision as have mentioned, for the 
reservation of law and order within its own 

undaries—and, so far as His Majesty's 
Government are aware, no difficulties or 


‘| friction of any kind have arisen out of the 


resence of British troops in the harbour de- 
ences specified in the ty; and, in par- 
ticular, I am assured that at Queenstown the 
most friendly relations have always existed 
between British troops and the inhabitants of 
the place. There has been not the slightest 
complaint against the behaviour or conduct of 
the British troops in any way. 


“IRRESPONSIBLE INDIVIDUALS,” 


“ His Majesty’s Government have complete 
confidence in the earnest desire of the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State to track down the 
perpetrators of this outrage and bring them 
to justice. I am not yet in a position to say 
anything as to the p ts of success in 
capturing the criminals; but I am sure of 
this—that they have arrayed against them the 
overwhelming majority of the people of 
Ireland. The Church, Press, and people are 
behind the Government in their efforts. 

“1 should like to add one word as to the 
attitude which, in the opinion of His Majesty's 
Government, the British nation should adopt 
in the matter. This crime has been repudiated 
by every political party in Ireland. We accept 
that repudiation. It is almost certainly the 
act of irresponsible individuals. In so far as 
there any motive behind the crime, it 
can only have been to bring about the down- 
fall of the Free State Government by em- 
broiling it with this country. That Govern- 
ment, we are convinced, is doing all it can to 
track down the murderers and wipe out this 
blot on Irish honour. In that it should have 
all the help and sympathy we can give it.’’ 
(Cheers. } 


PREVIOUS ATTACKS? 


Sir W. Davison—Is the right hon. gentle- 
man aware that the recent firing on H.M. 
destroyer Scythe was not the first time the 
destroyer hag been fired on; that she was 
fired on before, and her guns were kept at 
the ready to resist attack; that the leave of 
the men to go ashore had for some time been 
suspended owing to the danger of these men 
being inardcred ; and that it was only re- 
newed on the occasion when this occurrence 
took place? If he is aware of these facts, 
have they been brought to the attention of 
the Free State Government. so that adequate 
steps may be taken for the protction of our 
soldiers and sailors?

Mr. G. Balfour—Are British soldiers on 
Free State soil to have no greater protection 
afforded to them than can be afforded by the 
Free State Government? 

Mr. Thomas—Nothing could be more 
disastrous—unfortunate and terrible as this 
incident is—than to associate it in any way 
with the Free State Government.

Their 
sorrow was all the more sincere and heart- 
felt because the foul deed was done in the 
Free State, and they as citizens felt the 
humiliation and shame and horror of it all. 


A MINISTER’S STATEMENT: 


Alderman Sean T, O'Kelly joined in what 
had been said, that it was certainly a most 
treacherous act, and one that did not do any 
credit eto Ireland. It was certainly dis- 
creditable to anybody who had any part in 
it. He was sorry that it had been found 
necessary for people who ought to know 
better to make use of that outrage to try 
and throw mud at their political opponents. 
A géhtleman named O'Higgins had given an 
interview to the Daily aail—a most appro- 
priate place for him—in which he stated that 
it was certain at any rate that this act was 
committed by certain people whom he styled 
Irregulars, and he even went so far as to 
say that one man in particular was known 
to have been associated with the crime; but 
he did not, naturally, adduce any proof or 
evidence for his statement.

Mr. Good was right in say- 
ing that such deeds were the result of the 
preaching of “hatred and destruction as a 
political force. ie are the fruits of our 
past, and I am afraid that we must purge our 
offences in the bitterest terms.

Of the eight persons known to have been 
killed, only two have so far been identified : 
the driver of the goods train and another rail- 
way employé. All of them were terribly muti- 
lated, but it has been possible to establish 
that two were soldiers, one a postman, and 
one a woman. The list of injured does not 
contain any English names. 

The mail van and two passenger coaches 
were telescoped. It is believed that there are 
other victims beneath the wreckage. 


TRAIN SWITCHED ON WRONG

The accident to the international express 
occurred twenty yards beyond Bensdorff 
Junction Station, The express arrived at the 
points travelling at a normal . The 
signals were open, but unhappily the points 
were switched on to a side line, whither a 
goods train had been diverted in order to 
give passage to the express. The international 
train, therefore, crashed at full speed into 
the goods train. 

The scenes that followed were heartrending. 
The air was filled with the agonised cries of 
the injured. Relief measures were speedily 
organised, Special trains from Metz and 
Saarebourg brought medical aid for the in- 
jured, who were taken to hospitals in those 
towns.

COLLISION IN THE 
THAMES. 


EIGHT KILLED; THREE 
SERLOUSLY INJURED.

THAMES HAVEN, Monday. 
Eight men are killed and three seriously 
injured as the result of a collision between 
an American and a British vessel at the mouth 
of the Thames during the early hours of this 


morning. 

The U.S. Lines steamer American Mer- 

chant, on her maiden voyage from New York, 
was making Tilbury Dock at 4 a.m., when she 
ran into the British steamer Matatua, of the 
Shaw Saville Albion Line, in the fairway off 
Thames Haven. 
The American hit the British ship a glanc- 
ing blow on the port side, near the foremast, 
abaft the forecastle head. The stem of the 
American sheered through the inch steel 
plates of the Matatua, drove into Nos, 1 
and 2 holds, and cut through the forecastle 
bunks right to the mast. 

Many of the watch, who were asleep in 
their bunks, were trapped, and it is presumed 
that the eight men reported missing were 
either buried in the débris or hurled into the 
water. 

After the first moments of confusion orders 
rang out, the colliding boat flashed out wire- 
less messages, and, keeping her nose in the 
gaping rent, forced the Matatua on to Hole 

aven spit. Subsequently she was towed by 
tugs on to Mucking Flats, and when the tide 

n to ebb this evening men worked 
feverishly to recover the bodies. 

Three men, still alive, were taken by one of 
the tugs to Gravesend Hospital, and five 
corpses, mangled beyond recognition, were 
taken out bv 6 o'clock. 

The remaining three bodies cannot be 
reached until the tide is fully out, and it is 
expected that they will be brought ashore to- 
morrow morning. 

When the disaster occurred the watch had 
just been relieved, and only the habit of the 
sailors of reading and moking for a while be- 
fore “ turning in ” saved these men from the 
horrible fate of their comrades.

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The almost simultaneous announcement _of 
two attempts to circumnavigate the globe by 
aeroplane—one of them has already started— 
is a memorable Jandmark in the history and 
development of aviation. Because these 
separate flights will be in progress at the 
same time the double event must needs give 
rise to a certain feeling of friendly sporting 
riv in the minds both of the airmen con- 
cerned and of the two nations to which ‘they 
belong. It is not in human nature—certainly 
not in Anglo-Saxon human nature—that it 
should be otherwise. But in no sense are 
the two journeys to be regarded as a race or 
a contest. The three American machines will 
travel always in the direction of the setting 
sun, the rolitary British aircraft—and it is 
British all through—towards the East. In 
neither case it is certain will there be any 
disposition to sacrifice the chances of safety 
ani success to the attainment of mere speed. 

The objects in view—and the inevitable 
risks—are too serious. In so arduous an en- 
terprise the powers of endurance, both of 
men and machines, if they are to win through, 
will call for the most careful possible nursing. 
These airmen, British and American, are 
setting out to do something that man has 
never done before. If they are to accomplish 
the feat, the bare possibility of which but a 
few years ago would have been reckoned 
yond man's wildest dreams, it can only be 
by keeping the practical end steadily in view, 
without any heed to outside considerations, 
that they can hope for success. That they 
may succeed, that they may be preserved from 
the perils of physical exhaustion and mechani- 
cal breakdown, of storm and fog, and all the 
other difficulties to which they may be ex- 
posed as they fly over land and sea, will be

THE TRAMWAY STRIKE.

ILL-ADVISED AND 
'UNWARRANTABLE. 


It is put beyond question by the interim 
report of the Court of Inquiry that the 
London tramway and omnibus men have 
entered upon an ill-advised and unwarrant- 
able strike, remarks The Tímea editorially. 
The governing facts of the case are no longer 
in dispute. They have been thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and are embodied succinctly, but 
adequately, in the conclusions which the 
Court has communicated to the Minister of 
Labour. The merit of the men’s claim was 
not seriously disputed. In relation to the 
wages paid to men in a comparable employ- 
ment, the advance asked for was not un- 
reasonable. What the representatives of the 
undertakings answered was that the earning 
capacity of the tramways did not permit of 
their giving favourable consideration to any 
claim which would increase the working ex- 
penses. The unsatisfactory financial condition 
of the undertakings was attributed to the 
severe competition of the omnibuses, to the 
heavy cost of renewals and the unkeep of 
the permanent way. and also to the discharge 
of tht statutory obligation for the permanent 
maintenance of the highway. 

Before the report had been received the 
Minister of Transnort had given notice of a 
bill to be introduced to-day dealing with 
London traffic... In the evening, furnished 
with the report, the Prime Minister and two 
of his colleagues had a conference with the 
parties to the dispute in the hope of securing 
a resumption of negotiations. It does not 
appear, however, although further discussions 
are to take place to-day, that the situation 
has been materially altered. There seems to 
have been a vague idea that, if by one means 
or another. London passenger transport ser- 
vices could be co-ordinated, the wages de- 
mand could he conceded and in full. But, 
even co-ordination schemes cannot work 
miracles and in a day transform the financial 
deficits into profits. The leaders of the 
Union cannot have deceived themselves. with 
any such misconception. Knowing all the 
facts, which the public now knows equally 
well, the Union embarked on an endeavour to 
wrest by force what the undertakings were 
on the admitted facts unable to pav. The 
blow falls on the public, which learns from 
the revort of the Court of Inomirv, that if 
there is a remedy for the existing state of 
affairs it is in co-ordination, and from the 
attitude of the Union that it will not await 
the application of this or any other remedy, 
but will apparently, at any cost to the com- 
munity. insist on the immediate concession 
of its demand.

Mr. Gosling, replying to Commander Eyres

The bill would 
be pressed on as rapidly as possible. The 
Government expected further recommenda- 
tions from the Court without delay, and they 
would urge both sides to accept them as a 
basis of settlement. 

It is expected that the second reading of 
the bill will be taken on Friday. 


INTERIM REPORT. 
BASIS OF NEGOTIATIONS TO 
END STRIKE. 

The Court of Inquiry’s interim report on 
the tramway dispute, made to the Minister of 

Labour, was issued last nicht. 

The Court states that, on the statements 
and evidence submitted, it has reached the 
following conclusions :— 

(a) Throughout the inquiry, the merits of 
the claim on behalf of the workers for an 
increase of wages were not seriously 
questioned. 

(b) The present crisis has, in the main, 
arisen through the tramway undeftakings in 
the Metropolitan area being unable to earn 
sufficient to meet the claim. This has been 
brought about by the severe competition of 
the omnibuses in the absence of any co- 
ordinating control; by the heavy expenditure 
on renewals and upkeep of the permanent 
way at the present high costs; and by the 
discharge of the statutory obligations for the 
maintenance of the surface of the highway. 

(c) There is unanimity on the part of those 
who have appeared before us competent to 
express an opinion on the matter, that the 
solution for the present unsatisfactory posi- 
tion of the industry in the Metropolitan area 
is not to be found in an increase of fares. 

(d) All parties express the view, with which 
we concur, that without some co-ordinating 
control passenger traffic within the Metro- 
politan area, there is little, if any, prospect of 
improvement in the condition of the industry. 

(e) A definite undertaking by the Govern- 
ment to introduce and press forward legisla- 
tion placing the passenger traffic of the Metro- 
politan Area under some co-ordinating control 
affords, in our view, a basis, and the only one 
at present suggested, for re-opening negotia- 
tions between the parties. 

The Court, in conclusion, states that it will 
examine more closely the detailed evidence 
before presenting its final report.

WATERFORD PROJECT. 


CO-OPERATION AMONG 
FARMERS.

From Our SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 
WATERRURD, Monday. 

The project of establishing a dressed meat 
industry in Waterford City, on the lines of 
co-operation among farmers in a wide area in 
the South, was reg, a step further at a 
meeting held here to-day. ! 

It aia a meeting of the Committee of 
Management of the Irish Co-operative Meat, 
Ltd., called in compliance with the rules of 
the Society, to en arrangements for the 
appointment of County Committees, and 
through them the election of directors to take 
future charge of the interests of the 6,000 
shareholders. Senator Sir John Keane pre- 
sided, and the other members of the . 
mittee present were:—Rev. Thomas Phelan, 
P.P., Piltown; Messrs. D. J. Gorey, T.D., 
Kilkenny; Michael Slattery, Fethard, Co 
Tipperary; Walter Halley, Kilbarry, Water- 
ford; W. B. Moore, Carlow; H. M. 
Cobbe, Portarlington ; John Ryan, Boher, Co. 
Limerick, and Patrick Courtney, Grantstown, 
Waterford, Hon. Secretary. 

The meeting allocated the following num- 
bers of directors to be elected by the share- 
holders in each of the seven counties to be 
covered by the Society—Kilkenny, five ; Water- 
ford, three; Tipperary, three ; Cork, Limerick, 
Carlow and Leix, one each. Those direc- 
torates are allocated in proportion to the 
amount of capital subscribed by each of the 
areas named. In addition, shareholders out- 
side the seven counties are entitled to 
one, and subscribing co-operative societies to 
two directors on the Board when finally con- 
stituted. 

County Committees will be at onca formed 
in each of the areas, which will select from 
among themselves names to be put forward 
for nomination for directors. All those nomi- 
nations will be forwarded to the Hon. Secre- 
tary, who will send out to members of the 
Society ballot papers, on which the s-lection 
of the Board will be made. . When those 
ballot papers are returned through the post a 
special committee of the present Committee of 
Management wil! scrutinise them and declare 
who have been returned to make up the 18, 
plus the three, directors chosen by the other 
contributory groups named above, in the same 
way by postal ballot. 

Those operations will take the best part of 
twc months from to-day, and when com- 
pleted the Managing Committee goes out of 
office, handing over the result of their work 
for the past three years. This includes a site 
for a factory, plans prepared by Chicago 
packing engineers, and a mass of other infor- 
mation. With all this before them, the 
Committee in the beginning of next June will 
come to a decision as to whether it will be 
advisable for the Society to proceed with the 
establishment of a dressed meat factory in 


- Waterford, or to drop the proiect altogether. 


Of the capita] of about £170,000, the paid- 
up sum of £55,000 has been so judiciously 
invested that all the expenses incurred so far, 
including the purchase of the ground, the fees 
of the best engineers procurable and snmaller 
out-goings, are more than covered by the 
interest received. The spade work of a great 
agricultural co-oporation experiment has been 
accomplished with such deliberation and 
business-like foresight, that it can hardly be 
imagined that the directors when appointed 
can do anything but decide to give the pro- 
ject a trial. 

At the end of the business meeting, Mr. H. 
McGuinness, one of the principals of a London 
company, formed to acquire the rights of and 
to operate a patented system of equipment, 
by which a steamship is converted into a 
floating abbatoir, put his views before the 
Committee, This idea, put briefly, is that by 
means of those patents a 8,000 ton steamer 
can be made capable of receiving at an Irish 

rt 250 live cattletper day, or the equivalent 
in sheep or pigs; they will be slaughtered on 
board and the carcases will be delivered fresh 
at an English port. Allowing a five daye’ 
stay, say, at Waterford, the steamer would 
leave with about 1,250 dressed bullock 
carcases on board. 

One of the members of the Managing Com- 
mittee, in an interview with our Correspon- 
dent, could not see any reason why the 
Waterford. dressed meat industry should not 
become an accomplished fact. He was, how- 
ever, altogether for a start to be made with a 
bacon factory, for which plans on the most 
up-to-date models have been secured for the 
guidance of the directors. Those plans pro- 
vide for the handling of 2,000 pigs per week, 
with emergency provisions for the slaughter 
of cattle and sheep, in the event of those 
animals alive being stopped by outbreake of 
disease or other cause. 

““ Unless something is done, and done this 
summer,’’ he went on, “the pig feeding and 
bacon industry of this country will be a thing 
of the past.”

UTILISATION OF FREE 
STATE WATER POWER.

Speaking as the guest of the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday on the progress of hydro- 
electric development in Ireland, Mr. Louis J. 
Lawless said that the use of water-power in 
connection with the generation of elctricity for 
public use was up ag a very le 
amount of prejudiced opposition. here a 
water-power scheme was not a financia] success 
the failure might be, as a general rule, at- 
tri to unstitable equipment or to  care- 
less and uneconomical soy ing t. 

To view water-power only from the stand- 
so of maximum power was to view it from 

wrong standpoint, Maximum output was 
required only in ittently. In water-power 
there was a source of en that varied in 
degree from day to day. the er was 
uired for a d such as would arise in 
a lighting station, where the maximum or 
was only of short duration, 
obviously recourse must be made to storage, so 
that much of the water ing during the 
twenty-four hours would be all available for 
use at the time required. Where the power 
at peak load would be from 50 to 150 horse- 
power the use of a battery of suitable size 
would enable the average local river to be 
harnessed for supplying average provincial 
towns with satisfactory results. 
_ SUCCESSFUL SCHEMES. 

Mr. Lawless referred to the success of 
schemes at Birr, costing £17,000 and catering 
for 200 consumers. At Mountrath a water- 
power scheme had been worked with great 

ublic advantage for the past two yéars. At 

llaghadereen, Co. Mayo, similar success 
had attended a scheme inaugurated in 1915. 

Concluding, Mr. Lawless declared that when 
more public confidence was obtained for the 
further development of such projects it would 
ws rr to look abroad for financial 

acking.

MESSRS. SIEMENS AND THE . 
SHANNON. 

All that could be learned about the Shannon 
was known to Irish engineers for the past 
thirty years, It was absolutely impossible, 
from all thc known facts, to obtain from 
the Shannon power to supply electricity to the 
‘whole country for present needs, to say 
nothing of prospective needs. If Messrs. 
Siemens, the German firm, got a footing 
on the Shannon they would extend their 
operations over the whole country, and a 
mono 
would be no cheap supply to consumers. 
(Hear, hear.) 

If the other rivers of Ireland were littked 
up with the Shannon al! the towns, villages 
and farms in the country could be supplied 
with cheap power and light. He suggested 
that the Government should set up an ad- 
visory body such as existed in other countries 
where water-power was being successfully 
used, which would have authority to fully 
examine the proposal of Messrs. Siemens. If 
there was no case for their scheme it should 
be eliminated. 

Sir Thomas Robinson, President, said that 
what was needed in the Free State, from the 
business standpoint, was cheap power, but 
how to get it he did not know. It was 
gratifying to hear from Mr. Lawless that 
several smal] towns had got it.
